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Within this Haven or Bay ſtands the 
Iſland of Bombay, which gives Title and 
Denomination to the whole Sea that enters 
there; but as for the Iſland itſelf, it is 
barren and incapable of raiſing ſufficient 


Proviſions for its Inhabitants.

Chart, ſome ſmall Iſlands ſcarce worth the 
Notice, but two others are of Conſidera-

The Company had no ſooner taken 
Poſſeſſion of the Iſland, but they found 
great Matter of Complaint adminiſtred to 
them by the Portuguetce, and among others, 
That when they ſent their Boats by Ca- 
ranjah or Tannah to the Main Land, either for 
 Merchandize, Timber, or Proviſions, from 
whence only ſuch Things muſt come, the 
Fort at Tannah commanded the Boats in, 
and the Governor levied, Ten, Twelve, 
to Fourteen per Cent. as he pleaſed ; and

* his Majeſty's Dominion in that Port and 
* Hand was much infringed, and their Li-

on them at Tanuab and Caranjah for but 
paſſing in the open Stream; and that the 
Company had apply:d themſelyes, in 
due manner, to the Vice-Roy at Goa for 
the Reparation of thoſe Evils, but with- 
out Effect; their Lordſhips therefore 
thought it highly neceſſary, That his 
Majeſty ſhould enter into ſome Negocia- 
tion with the Prince of Portugal for aſſer- 
ting his Rights to the Port and Ifland of 
Bombay and the Dependencies thereof: 
And conſidering, That the longer thoſe

Notwithſtanding all this no Reparation 
has ever been made for the Violation of: 
the Treaty made with the two Crowns, by 
which the Engliſb Nation had ſuſtained 
ſuch great and heavy Loſſes: Nor has the 
Eaſt-India Company troubled. the Govern- 
ment on this Affair ever ſince, contenting 
themſelves with that Reſiſtance which the 
King and Council had cnjoyned them to 
make whenever the Portuguexe impoſed and 
7 05 new and uncuſtomary Duties on 
them. . 


And here it is proper to obſerve, That 
as the Remiſneſs in reſenting in a proper 
and effectual manner, the Indignity and 
Injuſtice offered the Crown of England in 
the Non - ſurrender of the Iſland of Bombay, 
had encourag d the Portugueze to impoſe on 
the Engliſh Duties not known or heard of 
before their Arrival at Bombay, fo it did 
alſo prompt them afterwards to take a Step 
further, and refuſe to-pay fuch accuſtomary 
Duties as appears by their own Foral, or 
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other the Ports and Iſlands adjacent there-

And yet the Company, on their Part, 
have never inſiſted upon any thing fur- 
ther, than barely to follow the Regulations 
of the ſaid Foral, which Foral may cer- 
tainly be allowed as a convincing Evidence 
in Affirmance of the Right of the Eugliſb to 
thoſe Duties, ſince the ſame is an ancient 
Foral, and fettled long before the Treaty 
of Marriage. | i 


By this Foral it manifeſtly appears, that 
the Cuſtoms and Duties of Bundura, and 
other Dependencies of Bombay, were pay- 
able to, and actually received at the Man- 
davie or Cuſtom houſe of Mahim or Bom- 
ay, firſt for the Crown of Portugal, and 
afterwards for the Crown of England, and 
that the Veſſels of the Iſland Salſett, and

to, together with the Veſſels belonging to 
Gallian, and other Places on the Main, 
paid their Duties alſo to the Cuſtom-houle

As theſe Duties were received by tlie 


Crown of England, ſo, ſince the Charter

aforeſaid, they have been received on the 
Company's Account, ſometimes by their 
Officers, at other times they have been 
Farmed out to the Native Portugueze, or 
others, all of which enjoyed the ſaid Farms 
peaceably and undiſputed, till ſeveral Vears 
after ſome particular Inhabitants,” pretend- 
ing to a Propriety of Bundura, and other 
Places on Salſett, took from thence occa- 
ſion to diſpute the Rights of the Engliſh, 
and getting the Portuguexe Governors into

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But in the Year 1716, Mr. Hoon, the 


then Governor of Bombay, obſerving from 


paſt Experience, That the Source of theſe 
Diſputes ſprung from private Perſons pre- 
tending to the Propriety of Bundura and 
other Places on Salſett, and underſtanding 
that the Portugueze had then ſeized on the 
Cargoe of a Boat unfortunately caſt away 
near Bundura, he wrote to the General at 
Baſſein concerning theſe Matters, who 
thereupon ordered a compleat Reftitution 
to be made of the Boat's Cargoe, which 
in part was comply d with, but the greateſt 
part was, notwithſtanding ſuch Order, de- 
tained; and therefore, for this Reaſon 
partly, and partly becauſe Mr. Boon found 
that the Portugueze, contrary to their 
Promiſe, had refuſed to let ſome Timber 
belonging to the Company paſs by at Tau- 
nah (the only Sea Paſſage to Gallian) 
thought it high time, and of abſolute ne- 
ceſſity, to endeavour to put a final ſtop xo 
all future Conteſts of this Nature, and to 
that End ſent Mr. Bendall with a Memorial 
to the Captain General of the North at 
Baſſein, repreſenting to him the Terms of

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the Treaty of Marriage, which gave the 
Engliſh a Right to the Cuſtoms of the 
Places above-mentioned, equal to that of 
Bombay, and thereupon demanded the 
ſame, rogether with the Opening of th

After ſeyeral written Meſſages which 
paſs d between them, and Diſcourſes be- 
tween Mr. Boon and the Generals Agent 
at Bombay, Articles, of Agreement were 
concluded on both Sides, and thereby 
the Title to the Duties claimed by the 
Engliſh were conceded, and the 2 
allowed to replace their Collectors of 
thoſe Duties, and the Paſs was to remain 
open: and this Agreement being ſo con- 
cluded, Mr. Boon and his Council ſigned 
it in behalf of the Company, and affix d 
the Company's Seal thereto at Bombay, 
on the 19th of December, 1716. and the 
General of the North at Baſſein did Sign 
and Seal an Inſtrument to the like Pur- 
poſe, dated ar Baſſein the 1ſt day of 
January, 1717, N. S. whereby, he, as 
Captain General of the North, and veſted 
with full Powers by Sea and Land, is 
obliged to perform the ſaid Agreement 
until their moſt Serene Majeſties of Por- 
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- © zugal and Great Britain ſhall order the 
2 -© contrary from Europe, Or deem inyalid 
© this Adjuſtment. ' 


On this Agreement all things remain d 
quiet for ſome time, the Engliſh being per- 
mitted to place their People at Verſova 
Mar and 7. rombay, on or near the Iſland of 
Salſett, to receive the Cuſtoms there as 
they had uſed to do; and the Cruizing 
Veſſels belonging to Mahim took Care of 
the Duties of Bundura as they had former- 
ly. done: and the Gencral of the North 
iſſued out his Orders to the inferior Offi- 
cers, not to moleſt the Engliſh Officers in 
the lawful Execution of this their Buſineſs 5 
but yet the Portuguexe Inhabitants, on pre- 
tence of their Propriety aforementioned, 
took freſh occaſion to break through all, 
and ſo turned the Engliſs Officers off the 
Shoe. 


The Engliſh, however, were unwilling 

to get themſelves reinſtated by Force, and 

therefore thought it better to complain, as 

they did by Remonſtrances to Goa, hoping 

= the Vice-Roy would interpoſe and do them 
= * 
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Mr. Boon after long waiting, and finding 
no ſatisfactory Anſwer, and being convin- 
ced that the Vice-Roy had received Miſin- 
formations touching this Affair from a ſuc- 
ceeding Governor of Baſſein, ſent down 
Mr. Robert Cowan to Goa to attend the 
Vice Roy, and endeavour to accommodate 


Matters there, who ſucceeded ſo far, as 


that the Vice-Roy was pleaſed to promiſe 


him, He would preſerve Friendſhip and pre- 
vent Miſunderſtandings berwcen the two 
Nations, et Dh ob 


But the Portugueze having in December, 


I721, freed themſelves from a War they 
had with Conaj ie Angria (a notorious Py- 
rate, whoſe Country is large and populous, 
and borders on their Territories) thought 
it then a proper Seaſon to revive the Old 
Pretence ſo often before yielded up to the 
Engliſh ; and to this End they endeavoured 
to get Angria to join with them, and to 


gain him they ſhelter'd his Veſſels in their 


Harbours when purſued, they ſuccoured 
him upon all Occaſions, and receiving re- 
turns of Friendſhip from the Pyrate, they 
did, in February following, begin openly 
to refuſe to pay any Duty, and attempted 
ro bring unto their Side the Boats cleared 
as uſual at Mahim Cuſtom-houſe, and by 
CBS; Ft: 8 Pro- 
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Proclamation forbid their Boats to be 
brought to at Mabim; and thus Things 
ſtood, when Governor Phipps, who — 
ceeded Mr. Boon, came to the Govern- 
ment of Bombay, and he thought as his 
Predeceſſor did, that it was high time to con- 
ſtrain the Portugueze to pay the uſual Cu- 
ſtoms; accordingly he obliged them to 
bring to, and the General of the North ſent 
him thereu pon a threatning Proteſt. 


Mr. Phipps complained to the Vice-Roy 
of the unreaſonableneſs of theſe Proceed- 
ings, and endeavoured to give his Excel- 
lency-all manner of Satisfaction of the Ju- 
ſtice of the Eugliſb Claim to the Duties of 
Mahim River, but to no purpoſe; for al- 

though the Vice-Roy declared he Was very 
deſirous to preſerve Amity between the 
two Nations, and that he had to that End 
ordered the General of the North to pro- 
poſe Perſons on both ſides to enquire into 
the Engliſo Right to the Cuſtoms ; yet a 
Condition was artfully. annex'd to it, v/z. 
That till that Right was determined the En- 
gliſh were to ſuſpend demanding thoſe Cu- 
Homs; but this being a piece of Art caſily 
ſeen through, Mr. Phipps acquainted the 
General of the North and the Vice-Roy too, 


chat he could neyer conſent to ſuch a Con- 
| dition,

dition, as being what might one time or 
other be interpreted a giving up a part of 
the Eugliſp Right, which the Crown firſt, 
and the Company afterwards, had actu- 
ally been in poſſeſſion of ever ſince the 1 
was firſt ſurrendered. dunn 


However, chou gh Mr, Phipps by repeat- 
ed Letters to the General of 'the North 
and likewiſe to the Vice-Roy, ſhewed his 
ſincere Inclinations to have theſe Diffe« 
rences ſettled, and above all, to prevent all 
manner of Hoſtilities; yet the Portugueze 
continuing to inſiſt on an equal Right of 
Mahim River, and the Engliſh refuſing to 
allow it, as they had an undoubted Title 
to do, — on the 26th day of May, 

1722, the Portuguexe took a larger Step, 
and began actual Hoſtilities, by firin 
from their Fort at Bundura on an Engliſh 
Gallevat then in chaſe of ſome Merchants 
Boats, to bring them as uſual to the Cuſtom» 
houſe at Mahim; nor did they ſtop there, 
but at the ſame time hoiſting their Colours 
fired at Mahim Fort, which the Engliſh, 
in Point of Honour, and from Self-defence, 

were neceſſitated to return

This produced a hot cannonading all 
the day till Sun- ſet, when it ceaſed 3 the 
ſucceeding days paſs d with Exchange of 
ſome few Shot, the Portugueze always be- 
ginning and the Exgliſb ending, until the 

Tith day of June, when the Portugueze 
again fired on the Engliſh Gallevar, that 
was as before bringing ſome Boats to, 

—_ whereupon enſued another cannonading as 

5 1 hot as the- firſt, and at length the Eng/iſe 

_ in the Night threw ſome Shells, which

2 The Fortugueze, in order to diſtreſs the 
1 Engliſb, prohibited Proviſions coming from 

i their Countrey, and, as far as they could,

1 Jonging to Bombay, on Pain of Death, to

Not content with theſe Things, nor 
with the Batteries they had raiſed on Bun- 
dura ſide to command Mahim River, they 
proceeded to build a ſtrong Battery at Cor- 
lem (a Place over- againſt Sion a Town in 
Bombay ) where the River is but Musket- 

har over, and from thence firing on the 


Engliſb 
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Engliſh Gallevats, prevented all Boats paſ- 

ſing that way, whereby the Eng/zſh Com- 
munication with Mahim, by Water, was 

cut off, and this too at a time when the 

heavy Rains were ſet in, and conſequently 
when it was difficult, if not impoſſible, to 

bring Supplies from the Main to that Gar- 
riſon. „ 4 


This being the Caſe, the Engliſh found 

_ themſelves under the Dilemma either of pe- 
riſhing or ſecuring their Paſſage in the Ri- 

ver; and as this could not be effected 
without removing the Battery at Corlem, 

they therefore conſtrained to it for Self- 
preſervation and the Security of the Iſland, 
did, on the 23d day of June, 1722, Land 
ſome Men at Corlem, who made themſelves 
Maſters of the Battery, levelled the Works, 

and thereby opened the Exgliſb their for-

mer Paſſage round the Iſſand 


The Preſident and Council at Bombay, af- 
ter the Action at Corlem, publiſhed a Mani- 
feſto, and cauſed ſeveral Copies of it to be 
diſperſed in the Portugueze Country, ſhew- 
ing their Right to the Duties aforeſaid, and 
the Invaſion of that Right; and making it 
evident to the Portugueze themſelves, that

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what was done by the Engliſh was 5 only in 
their own defence. | 


The Portugueze continuing for ſome time 
after this quiet, the Eugliſb flattered them- 
ſelyes that there would have been no more of 
theſe Troubles; but they were too ſoon un- 
deceived, for on the 7th of Auguſt following, 


the Portugueze having gotten their Boats 


and Veſſels together, attempted to invade 
Bam lay between Suree and Sion, but find- 
the Shore well lined, they retired after 
exchanging ſome Short. 


Thus far the Company ans: Infor: 
mation of the Behaviour of the Portugueze 
towards the Eng/;fh, before an artful Com- 
plaint was made againſt them to the Engliſh 
Court, of which a full Account will follow 
hereafcer 3 but before any Hiſtory is given 


either of that Matter or of other Tranſ- 


actions of which the Eaſt. India Company 
have ſince received Information, it may not 
be altogether digreſſive barely to ſay; 


Thar all that have Reſided at Bombay, 
ever ſince the Company has been poſſeſs'd 
of the Iſland, have complained. of the con- 
tinued and repeated injurious Treatments 
they have received from the Portugueze in 


India, 
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India, who boaſt that they have not now 
to do with the Crown of gland, but only 
with the Company, and they know how to 
deal with Merchants, and as ſuch uſe them 
upon all Occaſions, without any regard to 
Juſtice. | 


Ships of theirs which they n meet with at 
Sea, not ſtrong enough to defend them» 
ſelyes, they have taken They have 
watched Opportunities for Quarrelling on 
the leaſt Pretence 3 abuſed the Inhabitants 
of Bombay, both Engliſh and others, when 
they happen to be in the Portugueze Coun- 
try 3 of all which the Company have had 
repeated Inſtances before this late Rupture, 
together with Applications from the Suffe- 
rers at their Settlements abroad to repreſent 
them, ſome to her late, and others to his 

reſent Majeſty, to get the injured Perſons 
— but the Company forbore ſuch 
Reprefentation in England, partly becauſe 
of the ſtrict Alliance between the two 
Crowns, and partly in hopes that the fre- 
quent Repreſentations of the Engliſh Com- 
plaints, made ſometimes to the Vice-Roy 
of Goa, at other times to the General of 
the North at Baſſein, and often to both, 
would { ſooner or later prevail to get them 
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remedied in India, though hitherto their Ex- 
enn r have been in vain. 


And yet notwithſtanding all theſe Vio- 
lencies committed by the Portugueze on the 


Engliſh, though they broke through the 


Treaty of the two Crowns almoſt as ſoon as 
made; though they know the firſt Acts of 
Hoſtility were begun by themſelves, yet 


not content therewith, as if it was neceſ- 


ſary for the Defence of theſe Violencies, 


that they ſhould alſo be the firſt Complainers 


as well as Actors, they have ſo managed 
the Matter, and have ſo repreſented, or 
rather miſrepreſented, their Caſe at Portu- 
gal, that they prevailed to have a Memorial, 
as hinted at above, delivered in England, 
full of Complaints of the Misbehaviour of 
the Engliſh. 

This Memorial was delivered "TR 29th 
of Fuly, 1723, and it- complains of Out- 
rages committed by the Eng/zſh againſt the 
Portugueze at Bombay, contrary to rhe Ar- 
ticles (as is ſaid) was agreed upon between 
the two Nations.

© derate Propoſal made to him, to name 
Commiſſioners on both Sides to examine 
* the Aflair in diſpute. 
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And that on the 16th, on Account of 
ſome other Veſſels likewiſe refuſing to pay, 
he began a freſh Fire from the Fort of Ma- 
him againſt the Village of Bundura till the 
26th, and that ſame night giving over Can- 
nonading,threw a great quantity of Bombs 
into the ſaid Village of Bundura, by which 
great damage was done, and ſome People 
kill'd ; That on the ſame 26th at night, 
he ſent fix Galyeta's and two Manchua's 
with Men, who going aſhore at a Port 
called Taunab, pillaged and burnt Ja Co- 
learia of Chandew; That at Fort des Roys 


they entred as Friends; killed the Cap- 


tain, took his Wife, Son, and Daughter, 
and threw rhree Pieces of Cannon into 
the Sea, and having pillaged the Fort, ſer 
fire to it; Thar in their return, they 
burnt and pillaged the Villages of Serem 
and Navin with great Cruelty. 


That on the ꝗth of 7%, the Governor 


continued the ſame Hoſtilities, firing the 


Cannon from Mabim and Sion againſt the 


Village of Corlem near Bundura; That he 
fell upon a ſmall Redoubt near Corlem, 


Where were five Pieces of Cannon and 


Fourſcore Men, who being overpower'd, 
the Village was' alſo pillaged, and the 
Captain and Twentyfive Men left dead.

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© That the ſaid Governor carried off the 
five Pieces of Cannon, ſeized upon the 
Iſland of Elephanta, and had given Or- 
ders to fortifie it to hinder the Commu- 
nication of the Coaſts of the Portuguexe, 
as had already been begun when they for- 
rified the Iſland des Pategues, though no 
manner of Advantage can be made of 
theſe two Settlements to the Company 3 
That all this was begun and tranſacted

in 1668, has transferred the Premiſes and 
W Dominioa thereof to the then Eaſt India 


Company, who to make them uſeful had 


been at a vaſt Expence. 


The General Cuſtom- houſe 8 to 
the Port and Iſland of Bombay has been at 
Mahim as long as the Portugueze were Ma- 


{ters of the Iſland, as ee from the 


F oral {till kept chere. 


Since the Iſland * been transferred to 
the Company, their Officers have de- 


manded no Duties, but what were agree- 
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able to the ſaid Foral, and received long 


before, and at the Time King Charles the 
Second was poſſeſſed of the Iſland. 


The Portugueze have often, on the one 
hand, refuſed to pay the uſual Cuſtoms, 
and which they received themſelves at 
Mahim whilſt they were Maſters of Bom- 
bay, and on the other, exacted Arbittary 
Duties at Places where nothing ever had 
been demanded before the Ezg/iſþ had the 
Poſſeſſion of Bombay. 


From the two laſt Paragraphs it follows, 
That there could never have been any 
Quarrel about the Duties in which the Por- 
auguege were not the Aggreſſors.

And, Secondly, becauſe they were never 
ratiſied in Europe, and ſo far from being 
agreed to, that as ſoon as the News of
